the people to the aid of stricken Japan. 
While govern­ 
ment executivedepartments were directed to assist in the 
work, the public was urged in an appeal issued by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge to contribute funds thru the American Red 
Cross for aiding the unfortunate and giving relief to the 
people of Japan. 
The Red Gross al once announced that it had started 
the fund with a contribution of $100,000 for the relief 
of victims of the earthquake and in addition had appropri­ 
ated from its reserve funds $10,000 for the assistance of 
Americans caught in the disaster zone.
